Australia SHU 
Short Of People 


It may look strange to eyes long accustomed 


to reading 'of the population explosion, but here 
it -is: Australian authorities are worried about 
not having enough people. 
i 


In recent times, the birth rate in Australia 


has declined significantly and it appears that 
there is a serious threat to the development of 
that underpopulated continent. 


Australia has not only found a high birth 


rate a blessing, but it has also encouraged and 
subsidized immigration. The country is in need 
of people to fulfill its economic program and for 
the defense of a land uncomfortably close to 
vast se^as of Communist populations in Asia. 


This is, basically, the same experience that 


has-occurred in other Western nations with high 
living and -educational standards — the United 
States included. 


While the situation points to problems for 


Australia, it holds considerable promise for 
much of the rest of the world, and especially 
those teeming countries under Comunist pres- 
sure. It is eloquent evidence that the population 
explosion can be controlled and that U can be 
controlled in the immediate future.

Can Money Buy Friends? 


Sumter L. Lowry of Tampa, Florida, sends me a 


pamphlet he has compiled — it's fourteen pages long — 
of "one hundred and thirty-tour insults to our country 
in foreign lands." He hopes that it can be used to "good 
effect." and adds that he would appreciate having some 
comments on his work. 


Well the list is a tribute, in a way. to U. S. patience. 


It is also a reminder that patience. If pushed loo hard, 
ceases to be a virtue. But you don't get the full import 
of Mr. Lowry's compilation until you set a second list, 
the record of U.S. aid to foreign nations, alongside it 
in a second column. 


Taking only the year 1961. we discover 
from 


Mr. Lowry's documentation that in Kenya an Amer- 
ican missionary woman was killed by Communist 
jungle fighters, that the U.S. charge d'affaires was 
expelled from Zanzibar, that mobs of Ghanaians, 
egged on by government party loudspeakers, hauled 
down the American flag at our embassy in Accra, 
that thousands of Cambodians sacked the U.S. em- 
bassy awi information office in Phnom Penh, that 


In the Sudan students tried to burn the U.S. em- 
bassy, that ia Cairo the John F. Kennedy Memorial 
Library was destroyed, that Egypt'* Nasser (along 
with Algeria's Ben Bella) boasted his Intention in 
continue forward tag arms to the Congo, thai in 
Jakarta mob* •( Indonesian youths sacked the 
U.S. Library, etcetera, etcetera. 


Taking the second list, thai of U.S. foreign aid to 


individual nations, we discover that Kenya had received 
$28 million through June 30, 1964, that Zanzibar got 
something less than $500,000, that Ghana benefited by 
$168 million, that Cambodia got $376 million, that the 
Sudan absorbed $42 million, that Egypt took $952 mil- 
lion, that Algeria received $149 million, that Indonesia 
was down in our books for a total of $930 million, 
etcetera, etcetera. 


The moral of this is that you don't buy friendship 


with dollars. Everyone since the time of Polonius 
("Neither a borrower nor a lender be") has known the 
moral, but we go on offering money to the world just 
the same. Lyndon Johnson has just offered a billion 
to Southeast Asia, friends and enemies inclusive. 


Just what Johnson's dangling of a billion for a 


Mekong Valley Authority would purchase in the light 
of the record is worth some deliberation. 


Since the upper regions of the Mekong River are 


within the orbit of the Communists, running a Valley 
Authority would pose greater difficulties than anyone 
could possibly foresee. In this connection it-might be 
worth-while for our State Department planners to have 
a look at the massive research of Professor Karl Witt- 
fogel of Columbia University. Wittfogel has combed the 
evidence of the centuries to show that Asian rulers have 
used the control o^ water resources to fasten a tyran- 
.nical grip on their subjects. "Hydraulic society" is 
Wittfojfei's name for the Oriental despotisms built on 
water control. Would it be any different if the Mekong 
River were to be harnessed-for power and irrigation? 


The answer Is that some kind of universal p«- 


litkal authority wouM have to be set up to see that 
a billion for new hydraulic forms ia Southeast Asia 
buys what it is Intended to buy. In brief, we would 
need an international peace-keeping and Justice-dis- 
pensing organization that would he much more ef- 
fective than the oM League of Nations or the UN as 
it is n«w constituted. Can you see such a body 
being created when the UN can't even collect M 
Ifc Soviet and French debts? 


Johnson's offer of a billion had its polemical uses, 


for it forced the enemy to act like hard-hearts in turning 
it down. But if the offer was worth making for diplo- 
matic reasons, one hopes that there won't be many 
more offers like it. There are better ways ol employing 
dollar diplomacy. Because of our dose community of 
interests with Great Britain we are bound to use dollars 
to support the pound. But we might suggest to London 
that British gratitude for financial help could take the 
concrete form of refusing to do any more bosineu with 
Castro's Cuba or with Ho CW Minh's North Vietnam.

Southerners, Hold On Senate Ebbs 


After Nearly A Century In Power 


WASHINGTON — The 


political shift tine* the Recon- 
struction days following the Civil 
War is now taking place in the 
Senate. 


It is being brought about by 


the death of Sen. Olin Johnston of 
South Caroiina, the impending re- 
tirement of Sen. Dick Russell at 
Georgia, .the liberal leanings, of 
another Southern Senator, Russell 
Long of Louisiana, and most of 
all by the leadership of a Texan 
in the White House. 


For almost <a century Southern- 


ers held the balance of power in 
the Senate. They were 
able, 


charming, courtly in the tradition 
of the old South, and usually con- 
servative. Unlike big city Sena- 
tors who fly off .to New York, 
Philadelphia, or Boston at the 
drpp of a dinner invitation, (hey 
stuck to their offices, answered 
rollcalls, 
and 
dominated 
their 


committees. Once elected, Ihey 
usually stayed elected. They were 
difficult to defeat. 


In recent years, thanks in large 


part to a Southern ex-Senator 
now President 
of 
the 
United 


States, they also ruled the Demo- 
cratic. Policy Committee. Even 
today, with Lyndon Johnson out 
of the Senate and with the heart 
of the South voting Republican 
for the first time in 100 years, 
they: still have the balance of 
power 'on the Policy Committee. 


But Dick Russell of Georgia, 


chief leader of the Southern bloc 
and mastermind of the Dixie-Re- 


Safety Of Americans At Stake In Vietnam 


WASHINGTON, - The United 


States is today engaged in a war 
in Vietnam that is directly re- 
lated to the safety of the Ameri- 
can people. Up to now, the em- 
phasis has been on the altruistic 
desire of America to help the 
nations in Southeast Asia to pre- 
serve their independence and to 
prevent a Communist takeover 
of the smaller countries. But gen- 
erally overlooked is the grim fact 
that China has begun to develop • 
as a nuclear power • and is ap- 
parently determined to frighten 
and terrorize neighboring coun- 
tries. 


Some critics have naively point- 


ed out that very few of the.na- 
tions- in Asia 
are supporting 


American policy today and that 
this is an added reason for Ameri- 
can withdrawal into isolationism. 
But the truth is that these same 
governments would hardly dare 
to come out openly in favor of 
American policy, lest they incur 
the hostility of the Red Chinese. 
The peoples of the smaller coun- 
tries, however, would surely be 
disheartened if the United Stales 
withdrew 
because 
this would 


mean the end of their chances 
for freedom. 


It is really not surprising that 


governmental spokesmen for the 
Asian countries do not openly 
endorse American policy. This is 
also evident hi other areas. The 
Communists have infiltrated many 
of the capitals of the world and, 
through their student organiza- 
tions and other stooges, have 
managed to stir up enough op- 
position to threaten the political 
tenure of many governments un- 
less they adopt a "neutralist" 
position. 


The United States has much 


more at stake than the protection 
of Southeast Asia. For 
if Red 


China possesses powerful nuclear 
weapons which can threaten not 
only other countries but even the 
United Stales and 
if America

abandons Vietnam, it will be too 
late for this country to win allies 
in Asia or in the Middle. East or 
even in Africa. For by that time 
the Red Chinese will have gained 
the upper hand. 


The United States not only must 


win the Vietnam war, but it must 
show the Red Chinese that it will 
not be intimidated and that, if 
necessary, bombing raids will be 
extended into every area in which 
the Red Chinese will have sent 
arms and ammunition and guer- 
rilla fighters. If the Red Chinese 
openly 
participate, 
the United 


States must not hesitate to en- 
courage the Nationalist Chinese 
on Formosa to begin their in- 
vasion of the mainland.
